22 to 25x10 to 12m, with dark tin or tila oovered fiat roof. 
Buildlng oontalned offloas for faotory admlnlstration. 


Warehouse - Oray paintad briok, 20 to 25x8m. Source believed 
thls to be a warehouse beoause of lts barraok appearanoe. 


U. Briok Wall - Two meters high, topped with three or four strands 
of barbed wire. The barbed wire was fixed in a 30 degree 
angular positlon facing away from the factory.. Thls wali sur- 
rounded the entire factory and measured 250 to 300m from north 
to south and 200m from east to west. 

12. Guard Tower - Smali brick buildlng, 2x2x3 to 4m with tin 
eovered gable roof.

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14. Production Hall - Gray brick, 70 to 80xl8 to 20x8, with 
monitor type roof. 

15. Railroad Spur - Three or Pour European standard gauge llnes. 

25X1X observed sorae boilers on railroad fiat cars and be- 

tween production hall point 14 and the railroad spur. There 
were two different sizes of boilers; however, they varled 
llttle In slze. These boilers were pałnted orange, open on 
one end, one And one-hal f to two meters high, a nd, had a diameter 
of two to three meters. plle s of 

Iron or Steel located. between tne ranroaa tracką, whlch 
belleved was raw materiał for making boilers, and two eranes 
on elther end of the railroad spur. The cran^ot^h^soutr^^ 
end was mounted on a railroad piat car. HHHHHJHHHHHH 
these eranes were used for unloading Iron or Steel and loaa- 
lng. boilers on railroad fiat cars. 

16. Railroad Tracka - Crossing over water pipę, point 1. 
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
